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INTRODUCTION. 

The  printing  of  the  first  volume  of  "  The  Old  Families  of 
Salisbury  and  Amesbury  "  was  commenced  in  1897  and  completed 
in  1899.  That  volume  was  complete  in  what  it  attempted,  viz, : 
a  genealogy  of  all  the  old  families  of  those  two  towns  down  to 
about  1700,  so  far  as  it  could  be  obtained  from  official  records. 

This  second  volume  pertains  mostly  to  the  eighteenth  century, 
though  a  few  seventeenth  century  records  of  related  famiUes  of 
other  towns  than  Salisbury  and  Amesbury  are  inserted.  The 
'-^    compiler  has  no  intention  of  carrying  all  the  families,  even  of  these 
two  towns,  down  another  century.    So  far  as  the  first  letters  of  tlie 
alphabet  are  concerned,  the  necessity  for  such  an  attempt  is  obvi- 
ated  by  the  genealogies  now  being  published  in  the    Essex  Anti- 
quarian  " ;  but  as  that  work  covei-s  Essex  County,  it  will  be  long 
before  the  later  letters  of  the  alphaliet  are  reached  ;  and  that  pub- 
Hcation  does  not  ordinarilv  follow  families  out  of  the  county. 
'        The  late  John  H^irper  Blaisdell,  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  left  in  the 
2  hands  of  the  compiler  of  this  volume  his  papers  relating  to  the 
J  Blaisdell  family,  the  result  of  Mr.  Blaisdell's  labors  for  many 
years.    It  has  been  thought  that  these  records  should  be  preserved 
by  printing,  even  though  the  najne  Blaisdell  may  be  reached 
^  before  long  in  the  "  Essex  Antiquarian " ;  for  Mr.  Blaisdell's 
H    papers  often  go  out  of  Essex  County,  and  embody  the  result  of 
his  inquiries  among  members  of  the  family  now  deceased.  Great 
pains  have  been  taken  to  verify  tliese  records  and  correct  errors, 
by  consulting  original  records,  wherever  that  has  been  possible. 

Some  old  records  of  the  Amesbury  and  Salisbury  churches, 
which  ought  to  be  preserved,  have  come  into  the  compiler's  hands. 
Probably  the  few  extracts  in  his  hands  from  the  old  Amesbury 
First  Church  records  are  the  only  ones  now  in  existence. 

The  first  volume  of  the  "  Old  Families  "  contained  additions 
and  corrections  on  pp.  83-4,  378-87,  390,  and  395.    Since  its 
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publication,  some  errors  have  been  noted,  and  many  additional 
records  have  been  obtained. 

Frequent  requests  have  been  made  that  records  should  be 
brought  down  to  about  1800,  in  order  that  persons  now  living 
may  be  able  to  trace  their  lines  of  descent  back  to  the  first  settiers. 

For  the  reasons  above  stated,  it  has  been  decided  to  pruit  mat- 
ter already  in  hand,  even  though  it  is  fragmentary  and  incom- 
plete. Where  a  reasonably  correct  and  complete  genealogy  has 
already  been  published,  it  seems  inadvisable  to  incur  the  expense 
of  reprintmg  such  records. 

Much  of  the  matter  given  in  these  volumes  has  been  collected 
in  working  out  the  compiler's  own  lines  of  descent.  If  there  were 
no  repetitions  of  family  names,  a  record  of  one's  ancestors  carried 
back  for  six  generations  would  include  sixty-four  different  sur- 
names ;  but  in  an  old  New  England  community  there  is  sure  to 
be  an  mtermingling  of  ancestral  lines  and  a  repetition  of  surnames. 
Thus,  carried  back  only  six  generations,  the  writer  is  descended 
from  famiHes  bearing  the  following  names  :  Davis,  five  lines  ; 
Barnes  and  Kelly,  four  each ;  Hoyt  and  Knight,  three  each ; 
Challis,  Chase,  Martin,  Perkins,  Rowell,  and  Wells,  two  each  ; 
Annis,  Bailey,  Brown,  Colby,  Currier,  Fowler,  Gill,  Goodridge, 
Hastings,  Heath,  Hunt,  Huntington,  Jordan,  Lowell,  ^Morrill, 
Osgood,  Sargent,  Sav/yer,  Stevens,  Thorn,  Wait,  Williams,  Wood- 
man, and  Worthen,  one  each ;  miknown,  nine  ;  total,  sixty-four. 
If  carried  back  seven  generations,  there  would  be  one  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  ancestors,  including  many  more  repetitions.  In  the 
writer's  case  this  adds  Buswell,  Clement,  Coffiey,  Eaton,  Goodale, 
Moyce,  Mui'ford,  North,  Peasley,  Pindor,  Yv^arner,  Wheeler,  Wil- 
son, Winsley  and  others  to  the  list,  with  many  unknown,  as  the 
surnames  of  wives  of  the  first  settlers,  in  man}^  cases,  have  not 
been  ascertained.

EARLY  RELATIONS. 


Ipswich  and  Salisbury.* 

Thirteen  or  fourteen  of  the  early  settlers  and  land-holders  of 
Ipswich  were  among  the  first  settlers  and  land-owners  of  Salis- 
bury, viz. :

Most  of  the  above  were  at  Ipswich  1634-8  ard  removed  to  the 
new  settlement  of  Salisbury  in  1639  or  '40.  Of  the  twelve  who 
were  given  permission  "  to  begin  a  plantation "  at  Salisbury  in 
1638,  four,  Bradstree::,  Dudley,  Firman,  and  Sanders,  were  prob- 
ably then,  or  shortly  after,  residents  of  Ipswich.  .John  Hoyt  re- 
ceived a  grant  of  sis  acres  of  planting  ground  in  Ipswich  in  1641 ; 
but  there  is  no  proof  that  he  resided  there.  Wm.  Furrier  appar- 
ently made  but  a  short  stay  at  either  place.  The  John  Sanders 
of  Ipswich,  1637  and  '39,  was  probably  the  one  of  Salisbury  and 
Newbury,  though  he  may  have  been  the  one  of  Hampton  and 
WeUs.

Robert  Fitts  removed  from  Salisbury  to  Ipswich,  but  his  grand- 
son returned  to  Salisbury.  "  Mr.  Pyke"  was  probably  (1)  John,^ 
•^"^lose  son  Robert  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Sahsbury,  and,  in 
■'^-er  years,  its  most  prominent  citizen. 

•  The  relations  of  Salisbury  and  Amesbury  to  Newbury  and  Ilaverliill  were 
^  intimate,  and  the  removals  too  frequent,  to  need  mention  here.    Tlireft  of 
twelve  original  grantees  of  Salisbury  were  residents  of  Newbiiiy ;  but  tbey 
**»<i  not  remove  to  Salisbury. 
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York  County  and  Essex  County. 
At  least  five  of  the  first  settlers  of  Salisbury  had  previously 
been  at  York  (called  also  Agamenticus,  and  Gorgeana),  viz.  : 
John  Bailey  Sen.,  John  Bailey  Jr.,  Ralph  Blaisdell,  Thomas  Brad- 
bury, and  Mr.  William  Hooke.  Later  there  were  frequent  re- 
movals between  Essex  County  and  York  County  of  families  bear- 
ing the  names  Bailey,  Barrett,  Blaisdell,  Bradbury,  Littlefield, 
Merrill,  Moody,  Mussey,  Purington,  Sawyer,  \Yells,  and  perhaps 
Ball,  Bond,  f^landers  and  others.  This  is  true  not  only  of  York, 
but  of  Wells,  Eennebunkport  (called  also  Cape  Porpoise  and 
Arundel)  and  other  towns  on  the  coast. 

CHURCH  RECORDS.

The  records  covering  the  first  two  pastorates,  1689-79  [p.  377] 
are  entirely  unkno^v■n.  Records  commencing  with  the  ordination 
of  the  third  pastor,  IMay  4,  1687  [p.  2-1],  and  ending  in  1805,  have 
been  printed  in  Hist.  CoU.  Essex  Inst.  Yols.  16  and  21.  Tne 
earlier  portions  are  incorporated  in  the  first  volume  of  this  v^ork.

Parts  Six 
and  Seven  will,  for  the  present,  be  sent  by  mail  to  any  address  on  receipt 
of  $1.00  for  each  part.  Payment  in  advance  will  save  time  and  expense, 
and  prevent  the  necessity  for  keeping  accounts,  except  in  the  case  of 
libraries,  or  other  institutions  where  bills  must  be  audited  before  pay- 
ment. 

These  portions  of  Vol.  II  are  mostly  devoted  to  the  i8th  century 
records  of  Salisbury  and  Amesbury  churctics  which  are  now  in  private 
hands,  inaccessible  to  the  public,  and  liaM^  to  be  lost.  The  records  of 
tlie  First  Amesburj'  Church  have  disappc^ared  within  a  few  years,  and 
the  only  portions  of  which  a  copy  is  knowM  to  be  in  existence  are  here 
printed.  The  Wingate  records  of  the  Secood  Amesbury  Church,  whose 
existence  has  been  unknown  to  most  persons,  are  especially  valuable. 
Records  of  baptisms  and  marriages  were  usually  made  by  the  officiating 
clergyman  at  the  time,  while  records  of  Mrths  on  the  town  books  were 
often  made  after  years  had  elapsed,  and  tw/n  records  of  marriages  are 
largely  copies  of  those  made  by  clergymen.  The  undersigned  has  found 
these  church  records  of  great  value  in  suppilementing  and  correcting  the 
town  records,  and  in  distinguishing  differesEt  families  of  the  same  name 
residing  in  diiTerent  parishes  of  the  same  town.  The  records  of  admis- 
sion and  dismission  of  members  often  give  valuable  clews  to  the  migra- 
tion of  families,  many  of  which  have  remov^ed  from  Salisbury  and  Ames- 
bury to  New  Hampshire,  Maine,  and  Vermont.  The  period  here 
covered,  from  1720  to  1800,  includes  that  portion  of  the  century  which 
usually  found  the  most  difficult  in  tracing  one's  ancestry. 

The  receipts  for  Vol.  I  have  not  equaled  the  cash  expenses ;  but 
'^'>  many  families  are  represented  in  these  church  records,  and  the 
['reservation  of  these  original  sources  of  information  seems  to  the  writer 
important,  that  he  has  printed  them,  even  at  the  risk  of  further 
p^"cuniary  loss.  Each  of  the  parts  now  ready  for  delivery  contains  So 
P''»;-?e3,  as  in  Vol.  I ;  but  the  printing  has  cost  considerably  more,  y//*?

Part  Seven,  pp.  493-572,  contains  another  portion  of  the  Amesburj^ 
First  Church  records,  and  the  Amesburj-  Second  Church  records,  1726- 
1800,  with  some  account  of  the  Episcopal,  Presbyterian,  and  Baptisi 
Churches,  and  the  Friends  Meeting,  prior  to  1800.  It  also  contains  thcj 
earlier  generations  of  related  families,  Barrett,  Cilley,  Eldridge*

Amesbury  First  Church  Records. 
Ea^st  ParuTi^  Sandy  Hill. 

The  first  book  of  records,  covering  the  period  of  the  first  pas- 
torate, 1672-1728  [p.  377],  was  probably  destroyed  raany  years 
since,  though  it  is  barely  possible  that  it  may  yet  be  found,  in  the 
hands  of  some  descendant  of  Rev.  Thomas  Wells.  It  was  cer- 
tainly in  existence  in  1733,  as  appears  by  a  reference  to  it  in  the 
second  book  of  records. 

This  second  book  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Kendrick  family 
forty  years  ago,  but  now  it  can  not  be  found.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested that  this  book  was  probably  burned  in  a  bnilding  at  Bart- 
lett's  Corner,  some  years  since.  The  compiler  of  this  volume 
used  these  records  in  preparing  his  Hoyt  genealogy,  and  made  ii 
copy  of  some  portions  of  the  book,  selecting  loose  and  torn  leaves 
and  portions  which  seemed  most  likely  to  be  destroyed  or  become 
illegible,  as  well  as  some  of  the  oldest  and  most  important  parts. 
Now  that  the  original  has  disappeared,  it  seems  important  to  pre- 
serve  some  of  these  fragments  by  printing  them  in  this  volume,  as 
folio  v\^s  :

Another  part  of  the  book  was  de  /oted  to  "  Church  Censures  "  and  Absolv- 
ing and  Bestoririfj  ?/^  Penitent.'"'  On  loose  leaves  were  found  portions  or  thesr 
records  wherein  Caleb  Hobbs  was  accused  of  Drunkenness  and  Prophaness 
Ac,"  !N'ov.  4,  1731;  suspended  from  communion  Feb.  16,  1T3I-2;  absolved  ai.d 
restored  to  communion  3Iarch  25,  1733;  but  again  suspended  from  commun- 
ion at  the  Lords  Table  "  May  20,  1738,  on  account  of  his  absenting  himself 
from  communion  and  public  w&rshlp  for  a  long  time,  refusing  to  come  before 
the  church,  etc. 

Dea.  Josejih  Brown  having  foe  a  long  time  absented  himself  from  the 
Lord's  table  was  called  before  th.e  church,  acknowledged  -'his  error  and 
offence,"  promised  reformation,  and"  ""Was  accordingly  Recieved,"  Zviarch  IS, 
1730-1„    [He  was  apparently  the  one  who  left  a  legacy  to  the  church,  p.  478.]

At  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  West  Parish  in  Ames- 
bury, held  July  6,  1725,  Capt.  Foot  was  chosen  moderator  and 
William  Moulton  clerk.  Capt.  Foot,  Ens.  Jacob  Sargent,  and 
Thomas  Stevens  were  chosen  assessors,  laid  Samuel  Silver  collector, 
for  that  year.  At  the  same  meeting  it  was  voted  "that  Ih. 
Joseph  Parsons  should  be  a  settled  minister  among  us  if  wee 
could  agree  with  hini,"  his  salary  to  be  four  score  Pound  a  year 
for  the  first  two  year  and  after  that  one  hundred  a  year  witii  ti  t 
use  of  a  Passonedge."  This  i\Ir.  Parsoiss  is  doubtless  the  cr.-.- 
who  was  then  settled  over  the  Second  Salisbury  Church.  By  a 
record  of  iSTov.  o  it  seems  that  IsIy.

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Episcopal  Church.* 

It  is  said  that  the  first  Episcopal  place  of  worship  in  Amesbury 
was  ill  the  meeting  house  of  the  First  Amesbury  Church,  in  the 
north-east  comer  of  the  cemetery  at  Bartlett's  Corner.  That 
church  left  it  in  1716  to  occupy  the  new  meeting  house  about  one 
mile  further  west,  and  nearer  the  center  of  the  town.  Perhaps  a 
new  house  was  erected  on  the  same  lot  in  the  cemetery,  or  on 
•unie  other  lot  near  by,  either  at  that  time  or  at  some  later  date. 
This  v.-as  afterwards  moved  away  and  made  into  a  dwelling  house. 
Rev.  ^latthias  Plant,  of  Nev/bury,  wrote  in  1722  that  he  had  "  a 
prt-tty  church  at  Amesbury "  and  had  "preached  there  for  many 
years."  Rev.  Edward  Bass,  missionary,  of  Newbury,  sometimes 
preached  in  Amesbury,  1760-'68  —  in  a  private  house  about  1760. 
In  1762  it  was  reported  that  a  church  had  been  built.  Perhaps 
diis  was  the  one  erected  about  this  time  at  Pond  Hills,  called 
•*  King  George  III  Chapel,''  where  Rev.  Mo£3S  Badger,  of  Haver- 
hill, officiated  till  ordered  off  by  the  government  in  1778.  No 
ordained  clergyman  of  this  denomination  seems  to  have  been  set- 
ded  in  either  Amesbury  or  Salisbury,  and  there  was  no  fully  or- 
g-.mized  church,  till  well  into  the  19th  century.

427,  507,  may  be  added  that  of  Rev.  Benjamin  Bell,  ordained  ai 
settled  over  the  First  Amesbury  Church,  Oct.  13,  1784.  Be'^- 
Thomas  Hibbert  had  been  dismissed,  but  his  followers  had  org;iu- 
ized  a  new  Presbyterian  Church*  and  a  "Free  Society,"  with 

*  Persons  dismissed  from  this  church  were  received  by  the  Second  Aui^s- 
bury  Church  in  1792.    [P.  547.] 
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Hibbert  as  pastor,  without  a  salary.  A  new  meeting  house  was 
hiiilt  at  Bartlett's  Corner,  quite  near  the  house  of  the  First 
Church.  The  undertaking  met  with  bitter  opposition,  however, 
and  soon  after  1804  the  large  meeting  house  was  converted  into 
Capt  Valentine  Bagley's  barn,  close  by  the  "  Captain's  Well "  of 
VVhittier's  poem.  Merrill's  History  gives,  as  the  principal  sup- 
porters of  Mr.  Hibbert,  under  the  name  of  Presbyterians :

volume.

Under  each  surname,  each  individual  is  designated  by  a  certain 
number.  When  the  history  of  that  person  is  resumed,  the  same 
number  is  repeated,  in  bold  face  figures  ;  and  when  the  same  per- 
son is  elsewhere  referred  to,  the  number  is  sometimes  prefixed  in 
pai-entheses,  to  identify  the  individual.  The  sign  -\-  indicates 
that  the  family  record  is  continued,  either  in  this  or  in  the  first 
volume. 

Small  figures  after  a  Christian  name  designate  the  generation. 
Names  placed  in  parentheses  after  a  person's  surname  indicate  the 
father  and  other  ancestors  of  that  person.  The  use  of  small 
capitals  in  printmg  a  name  shows  that  a  further  account  of  that 
person  will  be  found  in  these  volumes  under  that  surname. 

The  double  date  is  given  for  the  year,  between  January  1  and 
March  25,  before  1752,  wherever  it  can  be  determined  with  any 
degree  of  certainty.

Co.  Hist,  and  Gen.  Register,  Ipswich,  1894.

Francis  and  Mary  Davis  had  four  sons  and  one  dau. :  John,  b.  1674;  Ger- 
trude, \>.  1676;  Thomas;  Francis,  b.  1687;  and  Samuel.  John,  Thomas  and 
Gertrude  were  doubtless  chil.  of  Mary  Taylor;  but  whether  the  others  were 
chil.  of  the  same  Mary  is  not  certain.  It  is  possible  that  Mary  Taylor  d.  ab- 
1678,  and  (92)  Francis  Davis  m.  2d,  Mary  Wells  in  1680.  The  A.  records  are 
missing,  1677-'85.

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  above  traditions  come  from  Warner  descend- 
ants of  (96)  Francis,  who  may  possibly  have  been  a  son  of  Mary  Wells.  There 
were  five  Davis  settlers  in  Warner  between  1762  and  1790;  (420)  Francis,*  (455)

^had  had.  This  paper  was  prob.  the  obligation  which  Thomas^  refused  to 
sign.
